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THE TAXATION OF MINES. 


DURING the past six months the Colo- 


rado Chapter of the American Mining Con- 
gress has been making an exhaustive inves- 
tigation of the condition of the mining in- 
dustry in the state, and the causes of the 
decrease in metal production during the 
past decade. This inquiry was conducted 
>by experts and professional men of high 
standing in mining circles, some of the 
ablest and best informed mining, men in 
the state. 


It does not appear from this investiga- 


tion that the mineral resources of the state 
are anywhere near exhausted, but rather 
that the possibilities for profitable mining 
throughout the great mineral areas are as 
great as in any state in the Rocky Moun- 
tain region. The causes of the decadence of 
the industry, therefore, must be attributed to 
other causes. One of these, the Chapter 
believes, lies in the legislation adopted IP 
recent years, which has had the effect of 
saddling upon the industry burdens which 
only the richest of mines and camps could 
long endure and thrive. Mining men 
com- 


plain bitterly of the fact that not onH has 
the state done nothing of consequence to 
Assist in the .development of its leiding 
wealth-producing industry, but that laws 
have been enacted which have operated to 
the serious detriment of the industry, 
actually causing-in many instances the clos- 
ing down of properties, the discouraging of 
pew work, the dismantling of mills and 
shaft houses, and through these means have 
added to the difficulty in securing capital 
for mining enterprises. ' 


Believing that the provisions of the 


new revenue law, known as House Dill No. 
306, 
now before the Colorado legislature 


will still further embarrass and depress the 
mining industry, the Chapter and the Den- 
ver Chamber of Commerce have presented 
a petition to the legislature praying them 
not to legislate further against the already 
.harassed mining interests of the state. The 
petition, which is concurred in by the great 
majority of the mining operators of the 
state, sets forth the following facts: 


First -That the metalliferous mining 


industry of Colorado has, from various 
causes, experienced the very serious de- 
cline of over 37 per cent in the last nine" 
years, i. e., from $5 3,566,000 in 19oo to 
$33,355,000'in 1909, the difference be- 
tween the output of those two years being 
over $20,000,000 and the annual decline 
for such nine years, over $2,000,000. 


Second -That one great need of Colo- 


rado today is renewed interest, on the part 
of capital, in the development, along con- 
servative and intelligent lines, of the 
min- 


ing industry of the state. 


Third 
That a full and careful consid- 


eration of the system of mine taxation in 
this state demonstrates that much needed 
capital U being kept out of the mining dis- 
tricts by reason of the fact that the mines 
tre now taxed to an oppressive extent, as 
shown by the following: 


(a) 
The mining districts pay in actual 


taxation from $3o to $35 per capita, 
whereas Denver, the largest and wealthiest 
city in the Mate, pays $20 per capita. 


(b) 
The assessed valuation per capita' 


in the mining counties is 50 per cent greater 
than the general average of the state. 


(c) 
Not only has the equitable tax- 


paying limit of the mining industry of the 
state already been much exceeded, but also 
i^e actual tax-paying capacity. 


(d) 
Since the Revenue Law of 1902 


Was adopted the mineral output of the 
state, as above mentioned, has experienced 
a serious annual decline, resulting in re- 
duced value of mining property and there- 
by also decreasing the assessable value of 
practically all other property in the mining 
counties. 


(e) 
Results 
have 
unquestionably 


shown that the Revenue Law of '1902, by

erty in the mining counties to equalize 
such increased taxation burden. 


(b) 
Work great hardship -and in- 


justice to miners and prospectors, es- 
pecially to those who have exhausted their 
resources in attempts to develop their 
min- 


ing properties. 


(c) 
Throw the entire fiscal arrange- 


ments of the mining counties into almost 
inextricable confusion. 


(d) 
Put a further grievous burden on 


the already harassed mining industry, the 
further decline of which will inevitably re- 
act injuriously on every other productive 
industry and section of the state. 


(e) 
The proposed attempt, under the 


provisions of said Ho»«e Bill No. 306, as 
prepared, to raise additional taxation rev- 
enue from the mining industry, will prob- 
ably result in reduced revenue therefrom 
by reason of the abandonment of many 
properties already overtaxed and which do 
not justify and could not stand any increase 
of present taxation. 


Coming as it does from the most promi- 


nent mining men of the state, who are 
represented by the Chapter, this petition 
is worthy of serious consideration on the 
part of the members of the legislature. 
The Gazette urges upon them, as it has 
done before, to do all that lies within their 
power to try and revive our once flourish- 
ing mining industry; to do nothing that will 
cause a further decline such as would in- 
evitably result from the. passage of the 
proposed legislation. 


THE "WIRELESS" AT SEA. 


A RECENT triumph of wireless telegra- 


phy demonstrates very forcibly what 
won- 


derful possibilities lie in the use 'of this sys- 
tem at sea. The captain of a freight steam- 
er became violently ill after eating canned, 
salmon. No doctor was on board and no 
one kne\v what remedies to use from the 
ship's medicine store. A wireless message, 
describing the symptoms and asking for 
medical aid, was sent out at random. Eight 
hundred miles away a ship carrying a doctor 
received the message, and he promptly re- 
plied with full instructions and a prescrip- 
tion, which were the means of saving the 
life of the commander of the vessel. 


It will not be long before the last vestige 


of "romance" is stripped from a life on the 
ocean wave, if the genius of the inventor 
continues to be turned in the direction d'f 
devices for drawing the continents closer 
and closer together, till it is hardly possible 
for a ship to be from under the vigilance 
of the watchers on land or on other vessels. 


Wireless telegraphy has almost revolu- 


tionized travel by sea. It will soon be pos- 
sible for those on ships to keep as closely in 
touch with passing events as the people on 
land, and the dangers of sea travel are being 
minimized to such an extent that even now 
a sea voyage presents no more danger and 
discomfort than a railway journey. Since 
the installation of wireless telegraph ap- 
paratus on American ships was made 
com- 


pulsory, its immense usefulness has been 
demonstrated again and again; in averting 
the loss of thousands of lives and valuable 
property through shipwreck; in bringing 
criminals fleeing from justice within the 
reach of the law; conveying means of re- 
lief to the sick, and in many other ways. 
In view of the greater safety and protec- 
tion which it affords the seafarer, it should 
not be long before every vessel afloat is 
compelled to install this equipment.

When 
she was fourteen she was placed In a 
convent Here she remained for some 
time, during which her) grandmother 
died, leaving her her 'entire fortune. 
She left the convent to marry M. Casl- 
mir Dudevant when she was eighteen. 
They lived happily for a time, but tho 
husband became dissipated, and after 
eight years she found that the situation 
had become Intolerable. 


For some time she had been conscious 


of her literary talent and decided to 
go to Paris. She made an agreement 
with her husband that she was to be 
allowed six hundred dollars per aitnum 
from her own fortune, on condition that 
she never exceeded that sum; and the 
rest of her property waa to remain in 
the hands of M. Dudevant. She carried 
Introductions to two literary people. 
A novelist to whom she first applied 
:old her that "women ought not to write 
at all. Another took her to the 
•Figaro," and they paid her at the rate 
of $1.35 a column.

Irlends among the literary Bohemians 
of P>ri», and many of her earlier 
and briefer works were written In 
collaboration with one 
of 
them, M. 


Jules Sandeau, afterwards the author 
of several successful novels and plays. 
Auroras first novel fell flat. 
Then 


she produced another nmct, under the 
new Immortal pseudonym of "George 
Sand," and her fortune was made. 


"George Sand. George Sand, who is 


George Sand?" wns an interrogatory 
that made Paris fairly bubble with ex- 
citement This book appeared in April, 
1832, 
and 
was 
entitled 
"Indiana." 


Other novels followed thick and fast 
After the novels came the Pastorals, 
the stories of village life, which have 
served to place their author among 
the great^lterary artists of all time. 


No year passed unmarked by the 


issue of new works under 
her 
pen 


name. The strange compromise which 
shovbad made with hor husband was 
:vidently one which could not >e con- 
tinued, so In 1835 she applied for a 
divorce, which, after some difficulty 
regarding the children, wus granted 
her. 
She also later obtained POIKM- 


slon of the children, and was ever a 
devoted mother. Their affection and 
their happiness fully rewarded her; 
and, aa both, on attaining maturity, 
made fortunate marriages, she was en- 
abled to show herself an excellent 
grandmother also.
